&b the University, the acadeny of art, and the Agricultural Academy there 
are special military sections (cara katedris) preparing students for mili-- 
tary service, After finishing the University, the students are drafted 
straight into the Army as junior officers, not into the ranks, Military 
training, together with political training, is very strict and includes no, 
only theoretical but also practical training.

ty Riga, there are also a Nakhimov school and a Suvorov school for boys. 
is is believed that the discipline in these schools is very strict and that 
coaly the sons of Commnist Party members are accepted. 


Mobilization 


vo posters announcing a call-up, as in previous timos,are publicly displa;zd, 
instead, each man receives a call-up letter individually, stating when and 
where he must report for further instructions. The recruit is then told 
where, when, and with what effects he must join his future unit. 


tan called up in Riga are sent to places in the interior of the Soviet Union, 
fsere definitely are no special Latvian units. In the spring, recruits from 
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the interior of the Soviet Union arrive in Riga and they are often to be scen 
drilling opposite the Castle in Riga. It is believed that most, of these ro 


eruits live in the barracks in Citadeles Street. There are never any bavv.ans 
among them. 


Military Establishments 


There is a military enclosure on the corner of Kisezera Street and Kokne 
Se) (formerly the Arsenal of the Latvian Army). (See Attachments — 
1 and 2. 


A military unit or store is located approximately 400 ~- 500 meters nor haash 
of Brasa railway station in Riga. 


At the corner of Baznicas and Gertrudes Streets, there is believed to bo a 
staff headquarters, as military cars and sentries are always to be secn SAK 


The Latvian Division, which during World War II received the title =! 
"Guards", was stationed in 1947 in the barracks approximately 400 mete 
of Ciekurkalns. These barracks are now occupied by other units (identis ica 
tion not known). 


fhe military hospital is still located in an old buliding at the end of Uca~- 
pitalu Street. 


Military Police 


Soldiers! documents are checked by military police (lommandatura patrols). 
The patrols usually consist of three men, 


Uniforms 

Uniforme to be seen in Riga are mostly those of the infantry and the Seviet 
Airy Force. Many airmen can be seen early in the morning going by tram ‘Ne. 9) 
to Spilve Airfield.

fhe chief of the Baltic Military District is Gen. Bagramyen. He takes 2c 
salute at all important parades and appears to |be a football. fan, since se is 
frequently to be seen at football matches. He also is usually present 2:

He has a slight limp, in spite of which he is often to be seen walking acout 


in the streets of Riga. 


Soviet army officers and enlisted men in Kiga rarely speak Latvian. The 
following Soviet Army officers in Riga are known to be Latvians: 


Capt. (or Maj.) Krumins (Infantry) whe wag made a Here of the Sovia: 
Union for crossing the Dnepr with his unit during World War IT. 


Capt. Anatolis Makarovs, froma tank unit. He was arrested in aubuim 
1949 for an unknown reason. 


An infantry major or lieutenant colonel. (name unknown), also Hero of 
the Soviet Union. 


A colonel in the Medical Corps, name unknown. 


Junior officers in Riga are usually Nussians or Mongols. Estonian offiens 
have sometimes been seen in Riga, but only very cccasionally. 


Soviet Troops in Latvia 


There are KVD units in every town, even the smallest. 
The following Soviet troops have been observed in Latvia: 


Jelgava (Yelgava) = motorized infantry 
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Tukums ~ infantry and motorized units 
Ventspils @ naval 


Liepaja (Lepaya) - naval, Air Force, and infantry 


Daugavpils -~ infantry and Air Force 
Rezekne ~ infantry and a few Air Force 
Abrene ~- KVD and a few infantry 
Kegums - MVD (mostly Mongols) 
Krustpils - infantry 
Siguida » infantry 
Ligatne ~ motorized units
